TliuiKlercIap resiMuidiiiu ;ramely to SamJe’s hard 
ridliu;, and Avinniiq; hy a scant head. Thiind«*r- 
eliip’a sbOAvin;; was tlie more notcAvortliy from the 
fact that he ran his mile in l;37*/r..

Iluri'.v I'ayne Wliitney’s Puntiiu;. Avhieii In a 
previous rare disaiMadiited liadly. ran in today’s 
final raee like a eraek of tlie future and Iie.-it his 
opponents in a can ter by a maraiii at the dis|H»sal 
of liis rider. Fa tor. He raissl into the lemi promptly 
and dispose<l of Santa Claru. Avlii<-li tried to raee 
liiiii Ix'fope lhree-«*i;riiths had lietui traverstMl. 

Thereafter it Avas play for iiini and lie finished 
the five and a half fnriontrs in 1:04 the fastest 
that this distanee lias Iwen run in dnrinu this 
iiieetinj: and Avhieli is only one-fiftii of a second 
tiff from tlie traek reeord made liy Tiiseaititis.i in 
1918.

Sjiorti- 
iKiy and Seeret CreeMiiKs. the Litter f.iirly Avell 
NiiplMjrtetl, were out t*f it in the first eiirhth. 
Sjiortiboy made up some Kroiintl in the middle 
half mile of raeinj:, but Seeret Creetinss finisiied 
4U the rear. 

lloliert OliA'er. Avhieh A\as a storm eenter of l.ist 
Wt‘Uliesday’s race ami iioav under iiiAesti^fiitioii by 
tilt* stfAAards of tbe National Hunt ami Steeple 
(.'ImtiC Assoeiatiun. Avas a»rain favonsl and tliis timt* 
rewardetl the eoiifideme of his siipiMirters. He Avas 
ridden by Hunt. avIio disnlaeed P. Prady. his former 
rhler. P '^-ause of beiiijr also tniinetl hy .Tames 
Ilcaley, Algardi Avas couplet! Avith Koliert Oliver. 
Algardi and Surf dominated the early running, fenc- 
ing and shoAving in the lead alternately, but never 
far from each other. Avith Nuav HaA-eii elosest until 
he fell at the club house jump in tlie second time 
around tlie eoiirse. Doublet. Avell liked, and Koliert 
Oliver acted as whippers-in until anproaehing tlie 
last four jumps. Avliere laitli moved forward Avith a 
rush and displaeetl Algartli from tlit> lead. Knt 
Doublet began tiring shortly afterward and made it 
easy for Koliert OliAer to Aviii. AAitli his stalilemate. 
Algardi. in se<-ond plaee. IKniblet av.is far in front 
of Surf. Avhieli iiatl blundered batlly at tlie last 
IitKlge. Koseii. on Noav Haven, aajis not linrt by liis 
fall and scrambled ba<-k in the saddh* to resume 
the raee Avitli Ncav llaAeii after he eauglit liim.

Avas Ineky in being one of tin* 
iidAjjnee guards at tlie st.irt ami Sarnie. avIio nsle 
him. was additionally fortunate in sueeeodiiig in 
getting him through next to the inner rail, Avlii«*li 
«‘iui|iled him to raee into a long lead at onee and 
lie was never headed. Sagacity and I’erigonrdiiie 
fonglit it out stnblMinrly for second plae*. mid fin 
ished in the order named. Friziet ami Paliaska. the 
ciioiee ill the ra«-e. AAere lioth away poorly and 
never cut much figure in the racing.

MARES SOLD AT NEWMARKET 



Curia, Daughter of Cicero and 
Sceptre, Realizes $36,000. 



Well-Bred Mares and Stallions 
Make Good Prices — Rossendale 
Sold at Bargain Price. 



(BY E. E. COUSSELL.) 

IJINDDN. England. July 2S. — The sales catalog on 
the Monda.v of the Second Jul.v meeting at New- 
market, when there was no rtuing. was practicall.v 
confined to brood mares, foals ami stallions. In- 
terest centered chiefly in some of the mares offered 
by Lord Anglesey and those owned by the late Sir 
John Thurshy, Among the marcs sold by the former 
was Uuria. a daughter of ( icero — Sceptre. She was 
offcKMl with a nice filly foal by Swynford, to which 
she was again considered to be in foal. Put in 
at $10,000, the mare and foal were eventually se- 
nired for the Sledmere Stud with a hid of $30,000. 
The writer, on behalf of a well-known American 
breeder, was the underbidder at $3.5, ,500. Mr. Chol- 
mondeley hesitated more than once, but was per- 
suaded by a friend to go on. After the hammer 
fell many people considered that Curia had been 
bouglit too dearly. Perhaps that would be true if 
it had been any other buyer than the Sledmere Stud. 
With ordinary luck they may obtain for one yearling 
at Doncaster more than they gave for the mare and 
foal, especially if it were by Sunstar and so 
closely related to Craig an Eran and Buchan. 

It was in 1917 Lord Anglesey bought Curia for 
$12,000. The mare w.as then in foal to Ambass.ndor, 
the resulting produce being the filly Embassy, a 
smart two-yenr-old. Last February Embassy was 
bought by Mr. ArLhur B. Hancock and has been 
bred to Volta, to which she is considere«l to be in 
foal. Embassy arrived in Kentucky about a month 
ago. and is. I think, the only representative of 
Sceptre in the I’nited States. 

Slie should in.ike a valuable mare and doubtless 
no one. niore than Mr. Hnnewk, uppreeiates the 
valm* of this suece sful family. An interesting 
book ccuhl be written about Seeptre and lier de- 
seendants, amongst whieli are (’raig an Eran, Bu- 
clian. Skyrocket and Sunny Jane. Sceptre’s history 
may be summarized as follows: 

1900. Sold as a yearling to Mr. Sievier for. .$30,000 
1903. Sold privately by Mr. Sievier to Sir 
William Bass for $123,000. For Sievier 
slie won eight races and $127,900. For Sir 

William Bass she won five races and 63,165 

1911. Sold at auction to Messrs. Tattersall 
for $33,000. At the same time four of her 

daughters were offered and realized 74,730 

1914. Messrs, Tattersall sold privately to 
Mr. Musker Sceptre and her daughter Curia 

for 33,000 

1917. Sc(‘ptre sold at auction to Sir William 
Tatem for $12,300 and Curia sold to I.K>rd 

Anglesey for 12.000 

Another good mare of Lord Anglesey’s was Wil- 
ton, sold for $17,500. She had a filly foal by Gains- 
borough and has been bred to Buc-huii. Angelina, an 
eight -year-old mare, which is the dam of John 
Green, went to Italy, Captain Tesio paying $17,000 
for her. 

Sir John Thursby’s mares were sold without 
re.ene and made big prices. Torchlight, a good- 
looking mare which run third in the One Thousand 
Guineas and the Oaks, and is the dam of two 
winners, missed this year, but she was believed in 
foal to Buchan. She was Ismght by A. de Roths- 
child for $20,000. I was the under -bidder on be- 
l:alf of an American friend, but I learned later 
that even had the price been $23,000. the mare 
would still have gone to the Southcourt Stud. 

F’or my friend I did manage to secure Dumaris, 
wliich I consider tlie gem of tlie sale. She is not 
big. but is a lH*.‘iutiful individual, an ideal size 
for a brood mare, and poss(‘sses great quality. No 
mare offered had a better foal tlian her colt by 
Swynford, and the mare has again bt‘en bred to 
SwyiiDml. She cost .$24,oro. Sultsequent to her 
purchase her first foal. Marissa. whi<*h Iiad run sec- 
ond twice, w<»n the July Handicap at licicester. 
Damaris remains in England .and in all probability 
next year will be mated with IxnnlHTg. 

Lord Penrliyn gave $20,IMM) for a Bayardo mare 
named Cranford, which Imtl a filly foal by Huiry 
On. and had been bred to Grand Parade. 

These transactions, of course, stood out from the 
general average. Many mares sold most reasonably 
and will in all probability be realized at a profit 
later on. 

Bargains could have been picked up if agents liad 
liad a free Innnl. 'Urn market was extremely strong 
for the best animals. There is no doubt they are 
worth as much today as ever. Breeders who want 
only the best must be prepared to pay big prices. 

Five stallions were offered, tlircc of them were 
sold. Rossendale, sire of Yellow Sea, and some good 
winners in this country, was bought for Australia 
for $3,030. This was an absurd pri«T. and evidence 
that he was a great bargain was soon forthcoming 
in offers of profit. Before twenty -four hours had 
elapsed liis bu.ver had been asked if he would take 
$6,000 for the horse. Whoa tliis handsome profit 
was refused he wais asked to name his own pri<*e, 
hut refused to sell, and Kossendnle was shitiped to 
Australia within a week of liis purchase, so as to 
1)0 available for tin* next stud season in New Soutli 
Wales. ^ Rossendale should have brought $7. .500 in 
the ring; liad he beeu offered again he would have 



NEW ENGLISH RIDING RULES 



Important Amendments to Present Regulations 
Governing Riders in Races. 

LONDON, England. August 22. — Some important 
changes in the present rules governing riders in 
ra<es were adoiited by the Jockey Club meeting, 
held at Newmarket in Julj’. 

Here are the changes made: 

To add to part 1: A “jockey” is a person who 

holds a license from the stewards of the Jockey 
Club to ride for hire. 

To add to rule 93, as section (II): The other 

sections to tie renumbered: A person who has 

never held. a jockey’s license under any recognized 
rules of racing may ride without a jockey’s license 
in matches or iirivate sweepstakes, or in races the 
conditions of which permit of his riding under the 
qualification of ^a) membership of race clubs, as 
specified in such conditions, and recognized by the 
Jockey (’lub: (b) as an officer on full pay serving 

in the regular forces. Persons so qualified are 
are not debarred from owning race horses. They 
Bhall ride without remuneration. In other respects, 
they shall be subject to the rules uiiplieable to 
jockeys. 

To niake the following consequential alterations to 
rule 93: 93 il) No person shall ride in any rac*e 
until he shall have obtained a license from the 
stewards of the Jockey Club except as in section 
(2) of this rule and except an apprentice, who, 
provided he has never ridden before as a licensed 
jockey, may ride for one week without a license. 
No lad shall be granted a license as an apprentice 
who has previously ridden as a full jockey under 
recognized rules of an.v countr.v. Licenses must be 
applied for annually with full name and address 
at the registry office and will only be grunted on 
the condition that a jockey is not an owner of any 
race horse. 

(2) Any person who shall employ a rider in a 
race in contravention of section (1) or (2) of this 
rule shall be liable to have his liorse disqualified 
and to be fined by the stewards of the Jockev 
Club. 

(3) A list of the licensed jockeys shall be pub- 
lished annually in the Racing Calendar. 

(41 Every Jockey shall pay $3.00 and every .ap- 
prentice $2.30 for his license, to l>e applied as his 
subscription to the Bentinck Benevolent and Provi- 
dent Fund. 

(3) No jockey whose license has been withdrawn 
or refused on the ground of misconduct will be 
eligible to ride trials or be allow*ed in any W’eighing 
room, stand or inclosure during the time his sus- 
pension from riding continues. 

(6) If a jockey lH*comes a disqualified person 
his license is thereby revoked. 

To alter rule 178 (B3) to read as follows: To 

subscribe for or enter, run or ride a horse in any 
race at any recognized meeting. 

Some amendments to the naming rules proposed 
by Ijord Derby w’ill also be made. Here they are: 

To alter rule 63 to read as follows: Names of 

horses, 65. (1) A name can only be claimed for a 
horse by application at the registry office in 
I.ondon with the description according to rule, when 
if the horse is eligible fur the stud book and if 
there is no other horse of the same name, and pro- 
vided that the name claimed is not that of a cele- 
brated horse or mare, the name will be registered 
and published in the first sheet calendar after it 
has been claimed, aqd will, from the date of publi- 
cation. be the horse’s name under these rules. 

(2) If the horse is not eligible for the stud book 
a name claimed can only be registered as above with 
the addition of a nnmeral. 

(3) In registering a name for a horse in the 
stud book the use of numerals will not be permitted 
except as in the following section. 

(IV.) In the case of a horse wiiich has been 
entered elsewhere than in Great Britain, under the 
same name as one already registered, the name may 
be claimd for him if accompanied b.v a numeral, 
and the name with the numeral will then be regis- 
tered and published as his name. 

(V.) If tlie same name be simultaneously claimed 
for two or more horses the order of priority shall 
be determined by lot at tlie registry office. 

(VI.) No horse three years old or upw’ard shall 
rtm unnamed.

FRENCH turf’ CONTROVERSY 



Two Leading Racing Organizations in Tilt Over 
Government Favoritism. 



PARIS. Fram e, July 27. - Considerable interest 
has been aroused in Freiieh racing circles b.v the 
i-fuitrovers.v I.M*tween the Soeiete Sportive d’Eii- 
couragiiient and the Soeiete d’ElicouragcUient, the 
two leading French racing organizations, over al- 
leg».|| favoritism of the government, toward the 
former. 

The niatler has I»e»>u tin* subject of discussion in 
the chamber of deputies at variiuis limes during the 
t»ast few months. On Jiil.v 9 ileput.v .Messier in- 
terpellated the niiiirster of agrieulture ;is follows: 

“1. AVhat was the eon tri but ion of the Sociele 
Sportive d’Eiieourageiiient to the seleetivi* racing 
activities, oragiiized during the war h.v the Soi*ii*te 
d’Eiicouragemenl in eonjuiietioii with the minister 
of agriculture'/ 

“2. Ill proportion to the total of purses offered, 
what amount did the SiMdete Sportive d’ Encourage- 
ment tHuitribiite'/” 

The minister of agriculture imidi* this retd.v: 

“During the war. in the years 19D5, 1917 .'iiid 
191S. the Soeiete il’ Encouragement for the improve- 
ment of the breeding of horses in France organized j 



a series of selective and elimiiiatioii races with tho 
funds dr.-iwii from its own resources and other fiimis 
placed at: its disposal b.v the great racing societies 
of Paris, b.v the government and by privnto eon- 
tribntors. The total amount distributed during these 
three 3'ears was J}5(!2(>, I2r». of which ?I91»,41(> was 
devoted to races on the flat and $127, OUi to steeple- 
chases. Tin* part contributed b.v the So<*iete Sport- 
ive d’ Encouragement, which was devoted soleb’ to 
racing on the flat, was .t.l!!. !»('».■•. or twelve per cent, 
of the total aimnmt distribiifed b.v Ihe Soeiete d'En- 
coiiiageiiient.’’ 

The discIoHiire of the coiuparativel.v uiiHii|>ortant 
part played by the .Soeiete Sportive in warliiue 
r.'iciiig has aroiisisj considerable adverse eriticisui 
for that organization. Newniinster writes in Le 
Jockey; 

“It conics out, as the result of these interpidla - 
tioiis, that the Soeiete Sportive was altogether unin- 
terested ill slei plechase racing iliiriiig the war and 
that, for racing on the flat, the orgauization con- 
tributed only 12 per eeiit of the total distribution. 

“The wartime racing carried 011 through the ini- 
tiative ami intelligence of the Sm*iete d’Encourage- 
meiit saved our thoiiuighbred stock from ait inevi- 
table catastrophe. If. (luring 1919 and 1920. our 
racing has 1m*cii brilliant and successful; if our 
.vcarliiigs brought in 1920 surprisingly large prices; 
if our charities ami our agricultural ministry have 
been largely endowed, it is to the wartime racing 
that we owe our thanks, that is to say, to the 
SiM-iete d’Emouragement and also, in part, to the 
Soeiete lies Steeple-t’hases de F'raiue. 

“Blit now . w hen the war is ‘over, when the bard 
period of recoiistrnction i.s almost ended, when rac- 
ing has eoim* back to normal, what do we see’/ 

“The SiM'iete Sportive is given, in 1921. 117 d:i,rs 
of racing sixt.v -seven da.vs 011 the flat and fifty 
da.VK of obslaele racing - while the SiM/iete d’Eii- 
coiirageiiiciit is allowed onl.y fift.v da.vs altogether, 
iiieliiditig Deauville, ami llu’ Soeiete d’.Auteiiil forty- 
five days. 

“How has the Soeiete SiMU’tive, which refused 
during tin* war its eo tqHTati*»ii in sterplerhase rac- 
ing and which particip;ited to a small, ridiculoiisl.v 
small, extent in racing on the flat, succeeded in 
obtaining from flu* powers that, la* for itself alone 
more da.vs of racing than the two otlier leading 
turf orgaiiizjitions combined'/ It is inexplicable.'*
